1 will 
meet death, 
sword in hand, at the bead of my guards.'

prove prophetic language.

self on the assurance that his life should ba 
spared. 
The general therefore hoped that he 


should soon be able to sand the sultan and hit 
family to Batavia, on board the Dageraad fri- 
gate.

Thursday last—the trial of which excited con- 
siderable interest, from tbe opportunity >t af 
forded to many persons, of hearing the laws of 
England most scrutinontly investigated, and 
learnedly, explicitly, and ably expounded, so 
far at the» relate 
te what has been strangely 


attempted to be acted upon here recently, as a 
branch of the royal prerogative—that is, to the 
power or jurisdiction of the governor ofthis 
colony, by virtue of his office as Ordinary,— 
and also, as to his power, in any case, to arrest 
and commit. 


The circumstances concerning the commit- 


ment ofthe late churchwardens of St. George's, 
tinder a warrant (so called) issued by his excel 
lency lieut. general the hon. Sir Wm. Lumley, 
&c. governor and commander in chief in and 
over these islands, and " ordinary of the tame." 
ere already sufficiently before the public. 


The present act'in was brought by Mr. Bas- 


liam, one of the churchwardens, against the 
keeper of the Saint George's jail, for confining 
him under the said warrant, from the 17th July 
last till the Ist ofAugust. 
He laid his damages 


at 1000/. 
The jury found "fur the plaintiff- 


damages, 500/. and cost»." 


The law applicable to the case, was very 


clearly defined and fully exemplified. 


The governor's powers, as Ordinary, er* li- 


mited by his commission to these particulars:— 
He may collate to vacant benefices ; grant mar- 
Tiage licences; and also probate of wills, and 
letters of administration on inltslate estates.— 
He has no right or authority to arrest or to 
commit, in any case whatever. 


After the above named caae was decided, an 


action on the same grounds, and attended by 
circumstances nearly similar, was brought a 
gainst the jailor by Mr. Jas. 
Till, (the other 


churchwarden who was imprisoned ;) and the 
jury on this case likewise gave 500/. damages 
at.d costs. 


The third case to which the careful and la- 


borious attention of the court was drawn, Wat 
that of Basham, (the chim-hwarden,) again»! 
Mr. J>>hn Atkins, who served tbe governor'» 
Wausot, (aided and assisted by military force,) 


for thus taking him into custody and conduct- 
ing him lo prison. 
For the plaintiff, 250/. da- 


mages, with costs. 


The next case tried in course, was that of 


Mr. James Till against the aforesaid Mr. At- 
kins, for arresting him under plea of the gover 
nor's warrant—aided, as in Basham's case, by 
military force, 
but under dissimilar circum- 


stances. For the plaintiff 250/. damages, with 
costs. 


The plaintiffs were confined in one of the op- 
per rooms of the goal, adjoining a room in which 
was a quantity of salt ; in the room under them 
a number of negroes were confined ; and the 
air of the gaol was frequently disagreeable and 
noisome : but it did not appear that this was 
the fault of ihe gaoler, or that he had treated 
them with any unnecessary severity. 
During 


the first week of their confinement, he had per- 
mitted the churchwardens to go oul of goal af 
ter dark, on their promise to return before day- 
light ; but afterwards, in consequence of an or- 
der from his excellency the governor, this in- 
dulgence was discoaiinued, and no person wa» 
permitted to remain in the gaol, or visit them, 
between tun set and sunrise. 
The following is a copy of tbe warrant is 
»ued for the apprehension of the plaintiff»:— 
By 
his excellency lieut.-gen. honourable Sir 
William Lumiey, K. C.B. governor end com- 
mander in-chief, and ordinary of these his 
majesty'» Bermuda or Sinners' Islands. 


George the Fourth, by the grace of God, ofthe 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, king, defender of the faith, &c. &c. &c. 
To the constables of the town and parish 
of St. George's, or either of them—and 
to the keeper of the goal ofthe said town, 


These ere to command you, the said consta- 
bles, in his majesty's name, forthwith to convey 
and deliver in ihe custody of the said keeper o 
the said gaol, the bodies of James Till and Saf 
muel Basham, late churchwardens end over 
seers—charged, on oath of J. Taylor, No. 2, one 
ofthe present churchwardens and overseers,with 
having refused to give an account of the mo- 
nies they have received, what tbey have bestow 
ed in reparation or otherwise, for tbe use of the 
church, and to deliver up what money or other 
things remain in their hands, to be delivered lo 
the next churchwardens :—And you, the said 
keeper, are hereby required to receive the said 
J. Till and S Basham, late churchwardens and 
overseers of the said parish of St.George's, them 
there safely keep, without bail or mainprize, 
until they shall bave so accounted.

INQUISITION AT LISBON. 


(extract of a lettes.) 


"Lisbon, Oct. 20.—1 send you a detcription 


of tbe inquisition at ibis place, which I have 
been to visit. 
At tbe sitting of the Cortes on 


the 10th inst. Senhor Figueras presented a let- 
ter from tha keeper of tbe inquisition, stating, 
that on the building being openedfor public in- 
spection, the people had believed in a very dis- 
orderly manner, breaking open doors and car- 
rying away papers, &c : and that several per- 
sons had actually cried out that the building 
should be burned, whilst they held lighted can- 
dles in their hands as if about to put their 
threats into execution, which he stated tbey 
woud have done but for the interposition of 
the guards. 
The keeper therefore prayed that 


measures should be taken to prevent the recur- 
rence of such scenes. 
Senhor Bastas said that 


if any tuch disordersas bad been described bad 
occurred, it was owing tothe refusal of the keep- 
ers to show the instruments of torture and the 
lower cells of the prison to the visitants. In bis 
opinion these gentlemen, the keepers, cherished 
a religious respect for the tribunal, of which 
they spoke with apparent veneration. 
As it was 


apprehended the people would set fire to the 
place, it would be better to suspend lamps in 
various parts, and not to allow tbe visitants to 
carry lights. 
Senhor Fernando Thomas pro- 


posed that an inscription, of which the follow- 
ing is a translation, should be fixed on every 
place occupied by the inquisition in Portugal :— 


" May eternal malediction follow every Por 


tuguese, who does not hold for ever in ab- 
horrence an invention so infernal," 


" On the 18th of October, the Inquisition at 


Lisbon 
was thrown open for public inspection, 


"nd for the first foor days tbe concourse of peo- 
ple of all descriptions, that crowded to view it 
was so great that the pressure at the entrance 
rendered it an enterprise of some risk. 
The 


building is a long oblong, with a garden in the 
centre ; ibere are three floors, witb vaulted 
passages, along the tides of which are cells of 
different sizes, from six by seven ,feet, to eight 
by nine feet. 
Each cell has two doors ; the in- 


ner one of iron, the other of oak, very «treng. 
As there are no windows in the cells on the 
ground and middle floers, no light is admitted 
when the doors are shut. 
The cells on the up- 


per floor are larger than the others, and each 
has an aperture like a chimney, through which 
the sky is visible. 
These were appropriated to 


the use of these who it was supposed might be 
liberated. 
In the roof of each cell (for they are 


all vaulted) is a small aperture ofabout an inch 
in diameter, and a private passage runs over 
each range, so that the persons employed by 
the holy office, could at any time obseive the 
conduct of the prisoners 
unseen, and if two 


persons ware confined in one cell, hear their 


conversation. 
There are seats in these private 


passages, so contrived, that a parson sitting 
might inspect two of the cells at the same time» 
as by a turn of the head be could fis bis eye 
opon a hole over either cell at pleasure—or be 
could hear what was said in either. 
The per- 


sons appointed to listen to the discourse of tbe 
prisoners, wore cloth shoes—to that their foot- 
steps could not be heard. 
Frequently a fami- 


liar of the holy office was put into the cell of 
a prisoner, as a person arrested, in order to en- 
trap the unfortunate inmate of this place int* 
admissions that might afterwards be used a- 
gainst him. 
1 saw in several ofthe cells human 


skulls and bones—most of tbem appeared to 
have lain there for many years, as I brok* 
some of tham easily wiih my fingers—others 
were hard and fretb. 
In a number of the cells, 


tbe names of the unhappy inmates were written 
on the walls, tome had strokes, apparently 
marking the number of days or weeks tbe vic- 
tims of this horrid tyranny bad been confined, 
On the wall of one cell, 
1 counted opwards of 


500 ot thcte marks. 
On the wall of another of 


ibe cells was written, ' Francisco Jose Carvalho 
entered here the last day of March, 1809, and 
remained as many days as there are strokes on 
the wall.' 
On the wall of another ceil wat 


written, ' John Layceck ;' the name had been 
covered wuh white wash, which had scaled off. 
There were 
a number of strokes under the 


name, and the figures 18 were easily made out, 
the others were obliterated. 
Somn of ihe cells, 


which bud not been 
used for 
several years, 


were looked sp, but the visitants soon broke 
them open. 
Human bones were found in ma- 


ny of ihese. 
In one was found part of a Liar's 


habit, with a waist girdle of rope and some 
bones. 
The apertures like chimneys in some 


of the cells were closed—and I have been in- 
formed, that it was a common mode of putting 
prisoners to death to place them in these aper- 
tures which were th;n walled op, and quick- 
lime being poured in from tbe top, a speedy 
end was put to their sufferings. 
The furniture 


is very old—the chairs in the hall» are covered 
with leather, studded all round with very large 
brass nails. 
1 send you a piece of leather with 


one of these nails, taken from one of tbe best 
chairs. 
The large tables in the balls bad 


drawers for papers ; these the visitants broke 
open, every one being desirous of obtaining 
some relic of ihe onue teirible inquisition. 
In 


the cells there were matrasses, some of thent 
old, others nearly new; which proves that the 
inquisition wat no bugbeat up to a very recent 
date. 
Besides the three floors wbicb I have de- 


scribed, there are a number of ceils under tha 
ground which 
have not yet been opened.— 


These, it is supposed, contain the apparatus 
for inflicting the tortures, &c. 
It is understood 


that these will shortly be thrown open to the 
public ; when tbey ate, i sball not fail to visit 
them, and shall send you a description. 
Tha 


spot on which tbe inquisition stands was cover- 
ed with house» in 1755, when the great earth- 
quake happened, by which ihey were laid in 
rains; 
so that tbe present building has not 


been erected more than sixty year» ; and til 
the victims that were immolated in it, must 
have been sacrificed within that period."
